 SUBWIVORS ON “LINAN? 


Bite the Buttorftela’ ‘and Swire 
. “Linan” arrived in Hong, Kong 
i yeaterday from Canton she bore the 
survivors from a towboat . with 
which the steamer collided near 
Saishan, on the downward voyage. 
Seventen men- were tsken’ off and 
with two who were left behind in 
a dinghy to mark the position of 
the foundered towboat, these con- 
stitute the whole of the crew on 
board at the time. 
_ The towboat, which was the “Tai 
Hing,” running between Hong Kong 
and’ Shekee, is stated to have had 
no lghts at the time arid to be ly- 
ing at anchor in view of unfavour- 
able weather. 
One of the survivors who was in- 
jured in the collision was taken to 
hospital on arrival in Hong Kong. 


A GREAT PARTNERSHIP, 


| On, August 27, 1 1870, was begun 
that great partnership between the 
White Star Line and Messrs. Hat- 
land and Wolff, when the famous 
“Oceanic,” an iron four-masted 
barque, of 3,707 tons, and the com- 
pany’s first steamer, was launched 
at Belfast. She was one of the first 
ships of the type that her builders 
later perfected, but at that time 
they were not. capable of construct- 
ing such powerful machinery, and 
accordingly ‘her engines were sup- 
plied by the Thames.: The original 
intention had been for her to run 
on the Australian trade, for which 
purpose ‘the Oceanic | Steamship 
Company had bought the name and 
house flag of the White Star Line, 
but instead she was placed on the 
New York run. Her design differ- 
ed radically from that of her pre- 
decessors in that she was long and 
narrow, and had her first-class ac- 
commedation amidships instead of 
aft, as it had been in the old sailing 
ships, ‘and as it had been still kept 
in spite of the discomfort -of the 
screw. Her engines were built on 
novel lines, four-cylinders ec pound 
and arranged so that each pair of 


. | cylinders formed a complete engine 


in case of accidents, Among the in- 
stallations which previously had not 
been put on board ships were elec- 
tric, fans and bells,-running water 
and an efficient ventilation system. 


After a few voyages she was rather bi 


radically altered; her top weight 
was reduced by cutting down her 
masts, two more boilers were in- 


‘| stalled, and various alterations were 


made in. the saloon and state- 
rooms,. while. extra seaworthinesy 


was ensured by the addition of: a 


turtle back forward: In 18965 It 
was’ intended to re-engine her and 
bring her up-to date, but after be-

During ‘the month. of’: August, 
Clyde shipbuildera, launched 17 ves- 
sels of 87,695. tons, as compared 
with 20 vessela of 20,809 tons in 
July and 28 of 40,465 tons in June. 

The total for the eight months 

consists of -187 vessels of 203,175 
tons a8 compared with 100 vessels 
of 208,149 tons in the corresponding 
period of last year, 168 vessela of 
889,781 tons in the first eight 
months of 1925, and 142 vossels of 
440,174 tons is the best correspond- 
ing period on record, that of 1920. 
. The launches included one vessel 
of 7,000 tons, three between 5,000 
and 6,000 tons, seven between 100 
and.

’ Fengtien will not wait in.

war must be found. It is suggest- 
ed that the “incident” at Suiyuan 
(shown in map‘as connected to 
Peking by the railway -running 
from east to west, in and out of 
the Great Wall) was staged..

If one takes up some of the cheap 
manuals on Evolution, and they are 
condtantly appearing,. ‘he — will 
read.of the “Fact of Evolution” and 
he will be assured that “no one can 
doubt it, in these days.” We must 
yegret such ‘statements, They are 
untrue, and a departure from truth 
must injure not serve the cause of 
genuine Science, Many talk glibly 
of “Darwinism,” but the number 
who have read Darwin's own works 
ia comparatively small... Darwin 
was very modest in his conclusions, 
and did not, label as “facts state- 
ments which were only theories. 
There is ua very big: difference. 
Recently there was much damage 
done by a typhoon,. The “facts” 
are the ruined houses, the uprooted 
trees, the roads covered with rock- 
fragments, &e. If: I did not know 
of ‘the typhoon, 1 might offer vari- 
ous explanation of how this hap- 
pened; they might be all quite suffi- 
cient to account for the damage, 
tnd so be very plausible, but they, 
are ‘only theories and they happen 
to be false. :

‘ape; scientists can point out fur- 


ther affinities, as in the nature and 
reactiona of the blood. - Further, 
archacological researches have un- 


, earthed various specimens of hu- 


man workmanship and human re- 
mains in the earth. . The tools used 
by. these ancient men were of a 
primitive and rough kind, pointing 
to a rudimentary civilisation. Some 
skulls and other skeletonic parts 
found indicated, {n the Opinion of 
many. scientists, a type of man 
much claser to the ape than the man 
of to-day, “,
